AGREEMENT AT LAST 

It will be good news to everyone in west- 
ern Canada, and to everyone in eastern Can- 
ada who understands the national importance of 
the matter, that Hon. J. G. Gardiner and the 
ministers of agriculture of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta have agreed upon a definite 
plan to off-set drought conditions in the dry 
belt and to solve the problem presented by some 
250,000 people in that area being unable to sup- 
port themselves on the land. 

The plan as outlined involves two courses of 
action, peither of them new as proposals. One 
is to take settlers out of sections where con- 
servation measures are hopeless. The other is to 
adopt measures to conserve water in sections 
where that can be done. 

There is nothing novel or unheard-of in 
either proposal, That is one good reason for 
thinking they are sound. They represent the 
conclusion to which engineers, business men, of- 


ficials, and the general public have come af- 
ter years of discussion. It may be assumed 


there is no better way of dealing with the situa- 
tion, costly and prolonged as these operations 
may be, . 

This is the first time the federal and three 
provincial Governments have ever definitely 
agreed to do anything about the dry belt prob- 
lem but talk. That is new, and will be welcom- 
ed by all who can see the importance of the 
matter. The job, it is to be supposed, wil] be 
put in hand forthwith, and spring should see ac- 
tion along both lines indicated.

Colon Cleansing

These villi stand up like the projecting 
threads on a bath towel, and in the same way 
that the bath towel is highly absorbent, so are 
the villi especially efficient in absorbing food 
substances, 


When the body is enervated through wrong 
habits of living and the small intestine does not 
have energy with which to force the unused 
particles along, the result is that digestion is 
imperfect. Also, the food which has been unduly 
retained undergoes an unnatural fermentation. 
When the food residue finally reaches the colon 
or large intestine, there then occurs an abnor- 
mal absorption of toxins when the membrane 
which lines the colon is in an unhealthy condi- 
tion. 

Most people suffer from colitis in a greater 
or lesser degree. This simply means inflamma- 
tion of the large intestine and when this disor- 
der exists, there is bound to be an absorption of 
poisons which enter the blood stream. The in- 
testinal absorption of toxins which should have 
been eliminated is perhaps the greatest single 
cause of disease. 

When the membrane of the colon is perfectly 
healthy, such absorption is not as likely to take 
place. In a large percentage of cases, however, 
there is not only a dangerous absorption of poi- 
sons from the colon, but because of prolapsus 
and kinks, an even greater delay in elimination 
occurs. Also, the ileo-cecal valve may become 
defective, which will allow toxins to seep back 
into the small intestine where they are even more 
readily absorbed than in the large intestine. 

The patient usually sums up this series of 
changes by saying he is severely constipated. 
Until he has learned to overcome his constipa- 
tion through using a sensible diet and thrcugh 
developing a better tone of the abdominal 
muscles, the safest plan is to take one or more 
enemas a day for awhile, to assure a thorough 
cleansing of the colon, Often, from the time the 
first enema is taken, he notes a surprising im- 
provement in his physical well-being. 

This enema treatment should be used by 
practically all patients suffering from sluggish 
elimination. Laxatives are temporarily helpful, 
but there are many objections to the continued 
use of such remedies, chief of which is that they 
produce an increased intestinal irritation. The 
washing out of the colon with plain warm wa- 
ter can not produce the slightest injury and is 
productive of a great deal of good. 

The best health advice I can give you is 
KEEP THE COLON CLEAN. That is important 
all circumstances.

There's no spectacle more with 


their authors. I recall an episode of my soldier- 


ing days. I'd broken the calm of a Sunday 
morning walk over Rugely Common, in or near 
Staffordshire, to intervene in a domestic inter- 
lude. While 1 was making a demonstration in 


force to compel a drunken miner to desist from 
beating his wife, the loyal little wife made a 
flank attack on me with a brick in her hand. 
I can understand how amazed the high clerics, 
from the Archbishop of Canterbury down, feel 
at the reaction to their diatribes ypon their 
king and emperor. 

The weakness of the clerical attacks upon 
the ex-king is that they waited until he had re- 
nounced the throne and left his land before 
they said things that should have been said, 
if at all, while he was on the throne. The Old 
Testament prophets may have been very un- 
pleasant persons to have around, but they didn’t 
shrink from appearing in the King’s presence 
and denouncing his foibles in exceedingly frank 
terms. They rent their clothes, they smeared 
their faces with ashes, and one went nude in or- 
der to attract attention to his grief. Even John 
Knox appeared before his queen to denounce 
her ways. None of them waited till the monarch 
was no longer a monarch before saying what he 
had to say about the monarch’s mode of life.

Showing at one of the city picture houses is 
a film of incidents in the life of Edward while 
Prince of Wales and King of England—obviously 
produced with an eye on his coronation, but 
equally applicable to the unhappy departure of 
the young monarch. The last scenes show him 
visiting the depressed areas in the South Wales 
mining districts. The final picture shows his 
departure on one of the speedy mosquito craft 
recently added to the Navy. 

That is probably the nearest we shall get in 
pictures of his departure, which was timed to 
take place in the dark hours of early morning. 
To prevent press pictures of the departure. one 
of the war craft turned her powerful search 
lights into the cameras at the very moment Ed- 
ward stepped out of his car to embark on the 
waiting destroyer. It was another evidence of 
the ever-ready Navy. 

A reader of this column, Mr. Mennell Horn- 
castle, who has reason to feel a special affec- 
tion for the Navy, sends me an imaginary dia- 
logue of the scenes at the Admiralty and at the 
Dockyard. A pompous Admiral of the Home 
Fleet is barking instructions to his staff, as 
press photographers from all over the world 
set up their cameras in readiness to snap the 
episode of the departure. The final scene reads: 


“All are ready with their paraphernalia. 
A limousine, with blinds drawn, drives to a 
stop. Just as the door opens and a petty of- 
ficer cries “Roight!”, a blinding flash comes 
from one of the powerful naval searchlights, 
trained on the cameras. It hits the assembl- 
ed cameras head on. A lone figure races up 
the gang-plank and seeks refuge in an ave- 
nue of darkness. The British Navy, all pre- 
pared, had done the required job of check- 
mating the photographers.”

Ont., in 1832; and, second, because 
he was the man who was respon- 
sible for the sending of the ship 
Caroline over Niagara Falls, on 
December 30, 1837, and thus ending 
William Lyon Mackenzie's “repub- 
lic’ on Navy Island. He joined the 
British navy in 1806 and saw much 
service before he retired on half 
pay in 1831 with the rank of com- 
mander. Five years of pioneering | 
and domineering in Oxford county 
followed, Then when the Mackenzie 
rebellion broke Drew sprang to 
arms at once and got busy. His 
official record states: 

“When afterwards in Canada 
Captain Drew materially aided in

which vessel he cut out from under 
Fort Schlosser, on the American 
side of the Niagara, and sent flam- 
ing over the Great Falls of that 
river.

MAIL CARRIERS 
COMPENSATED 
FOR DELIVERIES 


First authoritative explanation of 
the reasons which stirred the federal 


government to pass regulations 
making postmen deliver mail even 
on statutory holidays was given 


Friday by James A. MacKinnon, 
Liberal M.P. for West Edmonton on 
his return from Ottawa. 


“Before I left for Eastern Canada 
I was in receipt of several com 
plaints by the postmen themselves, 
their wives and later a separate pro- 
test from the Local Council of 
Women, with respect to the new 
regulations. 

Mr. MacKinnon said that he 
learned the postal department had 
had many requests from residents 
in Eastern Canada to create the 
new mail delivery schedules. 

“But,” he stressed, “it is necessary 
to understand just what the change 
actually is, Letter carriers will be 
off four separate and distinct 
weeks, in addition to their three 
weeks’ annual leave, to compen- 
sate them for working Saturday 
afternoons. They will receive the 
normal rate of pay during this 
holiday period. 

In addition, department officials 
at Ottawa estimate that about 300 
additional men will have to be em- 
ployed as a result of the changes 
in the postal service.” 

Mr. MacKinnon said that his in- 
formation led him to believe that 
three factors were responsible for 
the new policy. A need of more 
efficient service, the fact that it will 
not adversely affect the present 
staff, and that it will contribute to 
heightened public satisfaction with 
letter deliveries.

Answer: I can give you only a 
short sketch, here, But if you will 
follow my articles in the paper, at 


a later date you will find a much 
more detailed account of the breed 
It originated in China, and ther 

was discovered not long ago a bas 
relief of the Han dynasty, depict 

ing a dog in the year 150 BC., 
which more or less places the Chow 
as a hunting dog of that period. 
It is said by some to be the resuit 
of crossing the mastiff of Tibet 
with the Samoyede of Northern 
Siberia, but this seems doubtful as 
it is the only breed possessing a 
black tongue, Others hold, there- 
fore, that the breed is a basic one 
and was the ancestor of the Eskimo 
Dog, the Samoyede, the Norwegian 
Elkhound, the Keeshonden, and the 
Pomeranian, all of which breeds it 
more or less resembles. In parts of 
China to this day it is used with 
success as a sporting dog in con- 
nection with pheasant, etc, About 
1870 the breed was introduced into 
England, but did not gain much 
popularity until about 1880, when 
Queen Victoria took an interest in 
it. A club devoted to the breed's 
interests was formed in England in 
1895. Apart from a black tongue 
and inside of mouth, another pe- 

culiarity of the breed is the fact} 
that it is straight hocked, some- 
times being double-jointed. In color 

it may be any clear one, solid 
throughout, or with lighter shad- 
ings on ruff, tail, and breeching. It 
should have a scowling expression, 
lion-headed, and with a heavy off- 
standing coat. By disposition it is 
inclined to be a “one man” dog and |

Double Stem Turn Basis Of 
Nearly All Turns—Weight 
Balanced — Practice Most 
Beneficial In Low Speed. 

ARTICLE 3 

The double stem turn is the basis 
for nearly all the rest of the turns 
It is the foundation of the lifted 
stem and the stem christy, and 
through them, the pure christy. 

It is made in the following men- 
fer: running ahead slowly, the 
heels are forced apart, keeping the 
tips of the skis fairly close together 
without edging. This last is imper- 
ative. If the skis are edged at first, 
trouble will start at once. The skis 
will cross at the tips and a bad fal! 
forward will result. If the skis are 
kept flat they may be moved into 
position very easily Then, the 
weight is shifted from a neutral 
position to the outside ski. If the 
turn is to be to the right, the 
weight must be shifted to the left 
ski. This is accomplished by swing- 
ing the shoulders inward and forc- 
ing the hee! of the left ski outward 
Coordination of these two elements 
of the turn is vital. If one element 
only learned, the turn will de- 
velop slowly and unevenly, 

On hard or crusted snow it is 
necessary to edge the inside edge 
of the outside ski in order to keep 
from side-slipping, which makes 
the turn come around too slowly 
As it is a bad habit to edge while 
stemming at first, one shouid 
practice in sot snow. If you edge 
while learning, you will do it un- 
consciously when it is not neces- 
sary, 

WEIGHT SHIFT IMPORTANT 

Straighten the inside leg slightly, 

bending the outside leg more in 

proportion, This forces your weight 
where it belongs. The correct 
weighting in this turn, as in all 
other is the determining factor 

Do not try to stem too widely. Do 

not stem so widely that it is hard

or impossible to put all of the 
eight on the outside foot. 
The slower the speed at whicl 


you practice this turn at first, the 
faster you will learn it. As you be 
come more and more proficient, try 
it at a greater speed and in deeper 
snow. You should be able to do 
this turn in all conditions of snow 
and at all reasonable speeds, Its 
value consists not in its being al- 
Ways applicable, but in iis being a 
safety measure when speed must 
be lost in a turn, and for controi 
of excessive speed. After you have 
learned to ski, you will not use the 
stem turn very much, as other turns 
will do the same job with less ef- 
fort. 


WEIGHT ON OUTER SKI 

Remember, the farther out on the 
outer ski you can get your weight 
(you cannot get it too far) the bet- 
ter the turn will be. Also, the more 
tension that can be put on the out- 
side ski by twisting the knee in, 
forcing the tail of the ski around 
faster and at the same time keep- 
ing the inside foot in the same rela- 
tive position to the outside foot, 
the faster and smoother the turn 
will come around,

The hardest thing for the begin- 
ner is to avoid edging the outside | 
of the inner ski, If this is done, it 
will be found impossible to bring 
the ski to the proper position, as 
the edge will catch. When it 
catches, it makes the inner ski go 
in a straight line while the outer 
ski is going in a curve. This re- 
sults in the angle between the skis 


getting greater and greater, until 
the point is reached when the 
weight must be divided almost 
evenly, When this occurs, it means 


that the skier is not doing a stem 
turn, but a stem brake. He may 
be turning slightly but the main 
action is that of braking, or los- 
ing speed. If edged beyond the} 
point when the weight is divided 
more or less evenly, a fall forward | 
between the skis is imminent, 


STEM BRAKE 


The double and single stem 
brake, which are usually taught be- 
fore the turn, are very easy to| 


learn if the technique is acquired 
first. The great difficulty of the 
stem brake lies in the beginner's 
inability to keep the weight in the 
middle where it belongs. If learned 
after the turn, there will be very 
little trouble, as the only real diffi- 
culty, that of weighting properly, 
has already been conquered, 

The only other trouble that 
may develop is in edging. If 
the stemming ski or skis are 
moved into position and then 
edged, there will not, in the 
majority of cases, be any bad re- 
sults, In fact, after the stem 
brake has been mastered, edging 
is generally found necessary as 
the speed is higher. 

The double stem brake is made 
by keeping the skis flat and fore- 
ing the heels out as in the stem 


turn, At low speeds or when the 
snow is not hard and fast, it will 
not be necessary to edge, the fric- 


tion of the skis being sufficient to 
keep the speed down, If the speed | 
cannot be kept down with the skis 
flat when going at high speeds, or 
when the snow is hard packed or 
crusted, after the stem position has 
been reached edge the skis on the 
inner edge by bending the knees 
inward slowly until speed is suffici- 
ently controlled 

If one ski is weighted more than 
the other, a stem turn will be the 


result, 
SINGLE STEM BRAKE 

The single stem brake is similar 
to the double except that the outer 
ski only is stemmed.

and have all the powers of a sov-| 
ereign state, he said. 


BYLAW OF 1931 


The sovereign status came to the 
provinces by virtue of the British | 
legislation of 1931 and no confed- 
eration has ever been in existence 
in Canada. The Canadian elector- 
ate has never been given an op- 
portunity to ratify a federation as 
Australia and South Africa have 
done. 

Upon request of the provinces of 
Canada, the status of sovereign 
statehood was requested in 1926 to 
enable them to federate. The| 
statute granting this status was 
passed in 1931. Since then nothing | 
has been done with regard to fed- | 
eration, therefore, Mr. Kuhl! declar- 
ed, this province or any other prov- 
ince has the right to legislate on 
financial currency, or any other 
matter irrespective of powers 
which the Ottawa government may 
claim as its sole prerogative under 
the BNA Act, which was sus-| 
pended by the Statute of West | 
minster under which the provinces 
can enter into a_ confederation 
which has not yet been accomp-
